With the opening of school 
next Tuesday, hundreds of New- 
market children will once again 
begin a year's trek back and 
forth from those founts ot 
knowledge. 

For the older ones, the begin- 
ning of. a new term lends eager- 
ness to finding out about new 
timetables, new teachers, new 
classmates, and perhaps even 
changes in last year's curricu- 
lum. 

What's it all about this year? 

As he assumes his new ap- 
pointment as principal of New- 
market High, J. W. Lockhart re- 
veals some of the plans to be 
instituted there. 

Grade nine pupils will receive 
instruction in educational orj 
vocational guidance. The course j 
is designed to ascertain what; 
talents and aptitudes are pos- 
sessed by each student in order 
that he might be directed into 
the profession or skilled trade in 
which he is most interested and 
where he is most likely to make 
a success. 

Educational guidance classes 
have been held in high schools 
in Toronto, East York, Hamilton 
and London for the past year or 
two. The pupils learn what 
would be required of them in 
various types of work and the 
instruction is followed up with 
aptitude tests. 

Physical training this year 
will vary from the routine of 
other years. From the original 
three periods a week it has 
been expanded to five, of which 
two will be drill periods. One 
period will be given to each of 
cadet training, health, and na- 
tional defence. The latter, for 
boys only, is either a course in 
meteorology or navigation. In 
its place girls will be given two 
health periods. 

„ During his school years Mr. 
Lockhart played rugby and 
baseball. He says he hopes to 
see Newmarket high school par- 
ticipate in competitive sports. 

The trigonometry course to be 
taught this year includes part of 
the old upper school physics 
course which was changed last 
year. 

Other new members of the 
staff of Newmarket high school 
will be G. E. James, physical 
training and history. Miss Elsie 
Roberts, Latin, and Miss Janet 
Stewart, girls* physical training 
and history. 

Plans for commencement ex- 
ercises will be made when the 
staff arrives in town for the new 
term's work. 

A. N. Belugin, chairman of the 
high school board, says that in 
past years an amateur play, 
valedictorian addresses, and 
j presentation of prizes won the 
previous year, have been the 
main part of the commencement 
exercises. 

*The board is looking forward 
to another good year for the air 
j cadets," said the chairman.

Mayor Dr. L. W. Dales told The Era and Express 
this week that, in his opinion, one of the, town's 
most pressing needs was an organized program of 
community sports and entertainment for both old 
and young. 

Having key roles in such a program would be a 
community swimming pool and community rink, 
Mayor Dales said. "In a few years, no self-respect- 
ing town will be without its pool and rink. All 
authorities are agreed oh the need of recreation 
after working hours, which have been shortened, 
and the need of clean entertainment for youth in 
return for their contribution to this terrible world 
war.

"Such a program would be, in a very real sense, 
a promise to the youth of this town that their needs 
and development will not be forgotten. This is an 
obligation that has already been earned by the 
sacrifice of youth on the fields of battle. They 
saved this country and for once let their elders, who 
arc in the position to help, realize this obligation and 
solemnly try to keep it. 

"I am asking citizens of Newmarket to discuss 
this matter, the pros and Cons, in the columns of 
The Era and Express." 

As a site for a swimming pool, Mayor Dales 
suggested that Widdifield park might be filled with 
dredgings from Fairy Lake, and landscaped. The 
Newmarket arena could be taken over and operated 
by the municipality. A town-appointed manager 
could be installed to handle rink business and 
organize sports and entertainment. The rink 
could be used for dances, bingoes, carnivals and 
roller-skating as well as ice sports. A complete 
year-round recreation and entertainment program 
would, in the mayor's estimation, amply pay for the 
oost of operation and in a few years defray the 
original investment. 

Mayor Dales emphasized, in outlining these pro- 
posals, that they were to be considered as suggest- 
ions inspired by a definite need. He stressed again 
that he was dependent on the criticisms and 
opinions of the citizens to establish the worth of 
this plan. However, the mayor, for himself, firmly 
believes that such plans as he has put forth have 
a definite place in the community life. 

"This is not a financial loss that the community is 
risking," he declared. 

"All the town has to do is to back the plan."" The 
revenue produced will be strictly accounted for and 
will be returned to the public treasury and in at 
least ten years, Newmarket will possess a recreation 
centre the envy and admiration of all towns our size 
and larger,

osition with a moral obligation honored and in time

WORK IN PROGRESS 

We are indebted to News, Toronto, for the fol- 
lowing description of work in progress at Sunny- 
brook Park, site of the new army hospital, 
construction of which, to ease the congestion at 
Christie Street, was promised without delay ten 
months ago. 

Construction trucks seen arriving at Sunnybrook 
Park carry in the morning of Wednesday, Aug. 15, 
west away again. leaving behind one toot-shed, one 
saw. two small tractors, parked near the south fence 
of the property. Tfcere was no furt&er activity till 
Sunday, Aug. 19- fa mid-afternoon of that day. half 
a dozen carloads of interested citizens gathered to 
study the hospital construction work officially des- 
cribed as '"Started"' at Sunnybrook, Monday.

Roar- 
ing across the sand Held from the south they 
started chasing each other around and around a 
small hillock of top-soil which marks the approxi- 
mate centre of the Sunnybrook hospital site. They 
didn't pull graders, they didn't pu3h ditchers, they 
just ran around and around the mound in the middle 
of the sand lot, raising clouds of dust, making a 
noise and wasting fuel oil. 

Thing of this show after a time, the observers 
started their cars and, one by one. moved away. 
When the last car was gone, the two small 
tractors trundled back to their parking place and 
shut off. 

There was no further activity to- report from 
Sunnybrook at the time of issuing this late bulletin.
